SIXTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
AMERICAN FOLKLORE SOCIETY

Hotel, Santa Monica, California, December 28-29, 1956, in conjunction with the meeting of the 
American Anthropological Association.

EDITOR’S REPORT 


The JOURNAL OF AMERICAN FOLKLORE, in an ocean of learned journals, aims to 
bridge two islands of academic activity, usually labelled the Humanities and the Social Sciences 
(particularly anthropology). 

For some years now, the editors of eleven of the anthropological journals—among which the 
JAF is second only to the American Anthropologist in seniority—have constituted a Council 
which has hitherto served principally as a forum for the exchange of ideas. Somewhat over a 
year ago, these editors began to discuss, under the imaginative guidance of Sol Tax, the over- 
all problem of bettering publication opportunities in the anthropological fields. We soon came to 
realize the need for obtaining more exact information about current practices and policies. Your 
editor, and Erminie Wheeler-Voegelin, editor of Ethnohistory (who is also, by a happy coin- 
cidence, a former editor of the JAF), were asked to prepare a survey of publication subsidy 
policies of Universities as well as Foundations, with special emphasis on anthropology, specifically 
including folklore. Our twenty-page report was completed in October and is receiving wide circu- 
lation. Copies have been sent to all members of the Executive Committee of the AFS and to our 
Associate Editors; any other member of the Society is welcome to a copy of the mimeographed 
version, while available, or, if he prefers, to a reprint of the report which will appear in the 
August 1957 issue of the American Anthropologist. The Editorial Council, on the basis of the 
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facts so compiled, will continue its efforts to determine what may be done to reduce the dispro- 
portion between ever-increasing activity in our fields as against still-limited publishing funds. 

In his report for 1955, your editor called for a resolution that a corresponding group of the 
journals in the humanities organize a parallel Council of Editors. Such a resolution was offered 
by our colleague, Daniel G. Hoffman. In due course, this was transmitted by our Secretary- 
Treasurer to The Modern Language Association, whose new Executive Secretary, George Win- 
chester Stone, Jr., took the proposal to the Rockefeller Brothers Fund, which responded with not 
only a statement that they “consider the implications of the Conference far-reaching for the en- 
tire field of the Humanities,” but also with a concrete grant to make such a meeting possible. 
Accordingly, last July, Mr. Stone invited the editors of twenty-five selected journals in the 
humanities, ourselves included. Thus the dual role of folklore received explicit recognition. 

Subjects suggested for discussion were problems of copy, reviewing, production, increase and 
more efficient utilization of income, public relations, the impact of humanistic journals, and pro- 
posals for training new editors. A visit to a press was also forecast. The letter called for advance 
work papers from the participants to channel the discussion and in the hope that, from them, a 
handbook of information for new editors might ultimately be compiled. The conference was held 
in October 1956 at the offices of The Modern Language Association. The work paper requested 
of and submitted by your editor is inserted below and made a part of this report; the insertion 


is a verbatim transcript except that the lengthy documentation appended to the original is 
omitted here to save space: 


The following points—each of which needs substantial elaboration—are submitted for 
discussion at the Conference. 


I 


1. Seventy-two journals have agreed to adopt the MLA Style Sheet. It is proposed that 
an Editorial Council be established, consisting of as many of the seventy-two editors as 
would care to participate, at this stage. Each editor will continue to decide on the accepta- 
bility of manuscripts submitted, but the remainder of his present chores and responsibilities 
will be delegated, in the manner outlined below. 

2. The Editorial Council is to appoint a Publications Board of, say, eleven members, ten 
of whom are to serve, without compensation, for a limited term, on some rotation plan. 
The eleventh member, who would serve on a “permanent” basis, is the Managing Editor 
(see below). The principal functions of the Publications Board are (a) to be the Editorial 
Council’s executive committee, proposing appropriate actions; (b) to give the Managing 
Editor any necessary guidance; and (c) to carry on current and future program planning 
on behalf of the entire federation. 

3. The Publications Board is to appoint a Managing Editor who, in turn, is to establish 
and maintain a central office, with such staff as is necessary and feasible. The Managing 
Editor’s duties would include the following: 

A. The entire financial management of all the journals, notably, manufacture and 
distribution (composition of text and illustrations, imposition, presswork, binding, selection 
and purchase of paper, covers, wrapping, addressing, and mailing); engravings; printing, 
binding, and shipment of reprints; processing of advertising; discounts to subscription 
agencies; storage and sale of back issues; subscriptions; sale of single copies and back issues; 
sale of reprints; authors’ charges for alterations or space; personnel services; and rent. 

B. Complete editorial handling of all accepted manuscripts, notably, copy editing, 
proofing, scheduling, and all other production matters; some standardization of formats; 
and giving professional advice as the scholarly editors may request. 

C. Publication of occasional monographs or other books. 

4. The expenses of the Managing Editor’s office would be paid for by the organizations 
which sponsor the federation of journals, the balance to be proportionate to the journal's 
size, subscription list, and similar factors. Income previously used for editorial and business 
expenses would be diverted for this purpose, to which would be added anticipated sub- 
stantial savings, due to large scale, centralized buying, contracting, and management services. 

5. As the initial costs likely to be incurred in the course of establishing the central or- 
ganization may be a burden on the sponsoring institutions, foundation support should be 
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sought to cover the change-over period. This grant should be designed to extend over sev- 
eral years, but to decrease each successive year, until income balances expenditures. 

6. The Publications Board should make provision for the admission of additional exist- 
ing journals wishing to pool their resources, in future years, with those of the federation; 
for developing new ones within the existing framework, as seems desirable; or, indeed, 
for the amalgamation of overlapping ones (thus, for instance, a single journal could be de- 
voted to just reviews or abstracts spanning a given field). The Board should also conduct 
a continuing survey of the most economical and speedy—while esthetically satisfying—publi- 
cation possibilities, and be aware of all relevant alternative techniques, such as electric type- 
writer composition with unjustified margins leading to offset printing, or various kinds of 
microprinting—the objective here being always to match manuscripts with their proper 
audiences. 


II 


Assuming that the number of journals in the federation arrives at a stage where a print- 
ing plant of modest proportions can be kept busy around the clock and the calendar, the 
point would then have been reached where it would be more economical to own a plant 
outright. The stock would be allocated to members of the federation proportionately. Since 
the organization would be tax free and would be operated on a nonprofit basis, it is evident 
that the journals could be produced more cheaply in this way than through commercial 
outlets. 


Ill 


In the somewhat remoter future, it may become imperative to abandon the scheme out- 
lined above in favor of a much more radical departure from current practices. This may 
become necessary if manuscripts continue to multiply and production costs to increase at the 
predicted rate. In this connection, reference is made to the exciting implications of the 
article cited under #7, below [Ralph E. Cleland, “The Use of Material,” Science, No. 3146, 
1955], and it is urged that the imaginative plan developed there for adopting certain news- 
paper production techniques be studied. In brief, the time is envisaged when a number of 
journals would “join forces and go together to put out a single journal, which might take 
on something of the format of a tabloid newspaper or the magazine section of the Sunday 
New York Times.” This weekly publication would be produced fast and cheap on rotary 
presses and printed on ordinary newspaper stock. 


These proposals were discussed at length, and the following action was taken; I quote from 
the report of the Conference of Editors: 


The Editor of PMLA, Henry Silver, and one other member of the conference are to ex- 
plore this matter further with a Foundation representative. If a broader base than the jour- 
nals in the modern language field seemed necessary, Mr. Stone should place. the problem 
before the Council of Secretaries of the ACLS. Mr. Stone is to report on his findings at the 
next meeting of this conference [in September 1957, at the MLA meeting to be held at the 
University of Wisconsin]. 


During discussion of the problem of backlogs, it developed that the average for the twenty- 
five journals represented was about one year; yet several reported three years. Our own backlog 
falls between these two extremes, with a fairly steady average of from eighteen months to two 
years. Unfortunately, the question now arises of how long we can continue to claim no more of 
a lag than this, for in 1956 the JAF received thirty more articles than were submitted in 1955— 
a total of sixty-eight against thirty-eight; and you will recall that we started the year with a 
sizeable carry-over. We could easily assemble tomorrow six full issues of the JAF without an inch 
of space to spare for reviews, news, or Notes and Queries. The backlog, which has hovered 
around forty articles per annum, has now risen to fifty, and the reason we have been able to hold 
to this level is due to three factors: a higher rate of rejection, a tightening of editorial treatment, 
and, on the more positive side, expansion of certain issues, wherever possible, through special 
financing. An example of the latter is the publication in our pages of the annual prize-winning 
paper of the Central States Anthropological Society, which was completely subsidized by that 
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Society, allowing us to increase the October-December issue from ninety-six to one hundred four 
pages. The abandonment of a “special” issue previously planned for 1957 is still another measure 
designed to prevent a further increase of our backlog, although by doing this we sacrifice certain 
other values. 

Speaking of “special” issues, our basic purpose in having them is to stimulate scholarship in 
certain areas of folklore and to draw into our fold groups of folklorists—both as contributors and 
as readers—who do not ordinarily participate in the affairs of our Society. Such numbers are 
often to the Society’s advantage financially as well. Thus, half of the cost of the Slavic issue was 
borne by the Committee for Promotion of Advanced Slavic Studies, which also supported the 
entire cost of publication of the sixth volume of our Bibliographical and Special Series. I take 
this opportunity to thank the Committee and its Chairman, R. Gordon Wasson, for both the 
moral and financial support which made this publication possible, and we are, of course, deeply 
indebted to our guest editor, Albert M. Lord. “Special” numbers have, in general, been well 
received, and we recommend their continuance; future issues on Japan, the Philippines, India, 
Africa, and Australia—as funds and other circumstances favor them—are under discussion 
with specialists in these respective areas. We also hope to continue to bring symposia, which 
differ from “special” numbers in that they usually occupy less than an entire issue. The January- 
March issue of 1957 contains two such symposia, one on folklore and literature, and a second on 
the folktale. A symposium on the ballad, and another on the relationship between folklore and 
jazz, are in various stages of preparation. 

To return to the Conference of Editors: there was discussion of many interesting questions 


and suggestions, but only one other matter was productive of formal action, and I quote again 
from the report: 


It was recommended that a service to learned journals would be performed if PMLA would 
gather and publish in one compendious article statements of the scope, editorial policy, and 
facts about reviews now operating in those journals in the humanities and now committed 
to use of the MLA Style Sheet. This article, if published, should be supplied (by offprint) 
to publishers and to editors (if they so desire), and it should be made available for reprint 
in other journals. 

a. This statement should contain references to reviews . . . and to the matter of author's 
corrections. 


After consultation with the Associate Editors and the Review Editor, the following statement was 
prepared: 


The JOURNAL OF AMERICAN FOLKLORE welcomes germane articles (including 
relatively brief Notes & Queries) of high excellence. Printed materials and recordings of 
scholarly value are reviewed when pertinent to folklore. Relevance of subject matter can 
best be gauged by examination of our recent volumes. Unusually long articles can be ac- 
commodated by special arrangement; reviews range from approximately 200 to as many as 
1,000 words for major works. The American Folklore Society also publishes a Memoir Series 
and a Bibliographical and Special Series; authors of book-length works in folklore, appro- 
priate for either series, are invited to communicate with the editor. Publishers and reviewers 
should correspond directly with Alan P. Merriam, Review Editor, Northwestern University, 
Evanston, Illinois. 


Returning once again to the metaphor viewing the JAF as a bridge between two academic 
spheres—the literary and the anthropological—this is reflected both in our membership and in 
the manuscripts we publish. In many cases, it is impossible to assign a given article unambigu- 
ously to one category or the other, which is as it should be. However, a somewhat arbitrary count 
shows that in 1954 we carried twenty-three articles in the former field and thirteen in the latter: 
in 1955 the proportion was twenty-five to eighteen; and, in 1956, twenty-two to fifteen. 

In the meantime, there are certain quite concrete problems we must face day by day. Another 
attempt to catch up with the backlog, perhaps even to provide five regular issues instead of four 
—using the added income derived from a modest increase in dues—has failed. This is largely 
because of continuing annual increases in the cost of printing—nine per cent for 1956-57—allow- 
ing us, at best, to add an occasional eight-page frame. As further economy measures, we would 
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urge the Society to support the principle adopted by the Conference of Editors, namely that 
“alterations, after copy has gone to press, should be made only at the discretion of the editor and 
at the expense of the author.” Further, we recommend that “No free offprints be given. If neces- 
sary they should be purchased, or, as a substitute, several copies of the appropriate issue of the 
journal should be given or sold to the author at considerable discount” (Sec. VIII of the Con- 
ference report). As a matter of fact, we have already submitted to a vote of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the AFS that we discontinue the practice of providing free offprints. We recommend, 
instead, that authors be given the option of ordering offprints at their own expense or receiving 
five free copies of the entire issue in which their article appears (or two copies in case of a brief 
note or a review). This ‘procedure, which has long been the practice of many respected publica- 
tions (now including also the American Anthropologist), is not only of immediate financial ad- 
vantage to the Society but is said to provide the long-range benefit of increasing circulation. 

Finally, we propose the establishment of a committee of our own to investigate short-range 
ways and means to reduce the cost of printing the JAF, with particular examination of the pos- 
sibility of publication of our journal by offset. The committee should be directed to render a 
factual report at the 1957 annual meetings. 

In sum, we present the following facts and figures: 

We have published, in 1956, thirty-eight articles and Notes and Queries, one obituary, sixty- 
eight reviews, one map, four ads, and five pictures. Total pages for the year were four hundred 
twenty-eight, or forty-four more than our budget calls for. This expansion was made possible by 
the factors pointed out above. 

We have published two Memoirs during 1956: Roy Franklin Barton’s The Mythology of the 
Ifugaos, and Corrinne L. Saucier’s Traditions de la Parotsse des Avoyelles en Louisiane. A third, 
Katherine Spencer's Navaho Chantway Myths, will be available soon after the first of the year. 
In addition, five new manuscripts have been received for the Memoir Series. These were all ac- 
ceptable from the point of view of content, and we are actively exploring possibilities for funding 
each of them. 

Of the sixty-eight new manuscripts submitted for the JAF in 1956, twenty-six have been re- 
jected as unsuitable, one was returned to the author for revision, one is in the hands of a con- 
sultant, and two are awaiting decision by the authors as to their willingness to finance illustra- 
tions. 

It remains to acknowledge the generous cooperation of our consultants, and to thank for their 
continued assistance and advice the Associate Editors, Samuel P. Bayard and Evon Z. Vogt, and 
the Assistant to the Editor, Ann Patterson Mitchner. We note with deep regret the resignation 
of Richard M. Dorson, who has served with great distinction as Review Editor for the past five 
years; but our loss is mitigated by his consent to remain with us on the masthead as an Associate 
Editor. We are also happy to announce that Alan P. Merriam becomes Review Editor at the turn 
of the year. Special thanks go to Robert Bruce Inverarity for continuing to give freely to the 
Society of his time and extraordinary artistic talent. The design of the JAF results from co- 
operative efforts between Inverarity, our friend Willis Shell, Jr., of the Byrd Press, Inc., and the 
editorial staff.

REVIEW EDITOR’S REPORT 


Since this is written in Japan, where the Journal of American Folklore apparently no longer 
finds its way, I cannot indulge in the review editor’s annual practice of totaling up the score 
of books received, digested, and appraised. My trip abroad for this Fulbright lecturership at the 
University of Tokyo necessitated my resigning as review editor after five years of tenure, and 
so I shall substitute a few post-mortem generalizations by way of Sayonara. 

The chief principle guiding me during this tenure has been the belief that only books on 
folklore should be reviewed in a folklore journal. Holders of this curious notion are branded 
as “purists,” currently a formidable smear-term. I will not here and now define what folklore is, 
but I will categorically deny its applicability to a monograph on Ifugao kinship systems, the 
history of the Lewis and Clark expedition, a posthumous novel by Thomas Wolfe, or a tourist's 
guide to Carlsbad Caverns. | realize of course that non-purists say all these writings impinge on 
folklore, along with all other writings. 
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Another principle for which I expect to reap thundergusts of animadversion is the naive idea 
that a serious, scholarly journal should consider serious, scholarly books. The term “scholar” is 
of course another smear word today, conjuring up a very dull and dusty fellow unable to make 
an honest living in the marts of trade. Still if we are a professional organization I presume we 
mean to discuss in our review columns those works concerned with the expansion of knowledge 
and the presentation of truth. Those authors who refuse to document their materials, or who 
write for the young, or who invent “genuine” folklore, or who call folklore anything sufficiently 
saccharine that someone else has written—these categories are not mutually exclusive but mu- 
tually convergent—can anticipate appreciation in the proposed Journal of American Fakelore, if 
the plaudits of the New York Times and the New York Herald Tribune reviewers fail to satisfy 
them. 

The pleasure in my assignment as our Review Editor has been diminished by certain onerous 
chores for which I was poorly equipped. Having no previous experience as shipping clerk, porter, 
or office secretary, I found myself inept at the continual wrapping, addressing, and mailing of 
books, and the unceasing routine correspondence, which are the tangible rewards of the office. 
Our mail clerks refuse to carry books from the departmental office to the mail room, so the most 
menial member of the campus community, the professor, must perforce tote the load. Depart- 
mental secretaries are of course much too lofty to be readily approached, and since this past year 
I dared not ask even for stencils for my own examinations, it was beyond imagination to think 
of beseeching letters to publishers or typed lists of Publications Received. I strongly urge my 
successors to request clerical assistance from their institutions. 

In spite of these cavils, I have immensely appreciated the opportunity to serve as Review 
Editor for our Society. The enjoyment of my work has been tremendously increased by the close 
association it has brought me with our editor, Thomas A. Sebeok, who has devoted himself so 
wholeheartedly and energetically to the interests of the Journal.

REPORT OF DELEGATE TO ACLS, 1956 


The American Council of Learned Societies held its 37th Annual Meeting in Washington 
January 26 and 27, 1956. Little in the way of improvement of the financial status of the Council 
was reported, but one gathered that various plans were being weighed for their merits, and that 
the year 1956 would be an active one for the council’s board of directors. This, according to a 
December 3, 1956 despatch from Howard Mumford Jones, chairman of the Council, has been 
the case. Dr. Jones calls attention in his December 3 letter to four important actions by the Board 
during 1956, to wit: 1) the creation of a permanent endowment fund; 2) the creation of an 
editorial committee of the directors; 3) replanning of the annual meeting and suggesting that 
this meeting be held in other places than the East Coast; 4) the creation of about 100 regional 
associates to report quarterly on humanistic activities throughout the country. 

The 38th annual meeting of the Council will be held in New York, January 24-25, 1957. The 
topic for the panel discussions and public session of the Council at the 1957 meeting will be: 
“Individualism in Asia and the West. What Are the Prospects?” 

At one of the 1956 meetings of the Council’s board of directors the current sentiment of the 
board was that the executive offices of the Council should be moved to New York as soon as 
feasible. The board also will recommend to the Council that the 39th annual meeting of the 
Council in 1958 be held in the Middle West, and that the theme of this meeting be one con- 
cerning the study of the Greek and Latin civilizations.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ARCHIVING 


The past year has been devoted to a development of the archiving scheme tentatively pro- 
posed in 1955. Expansion in some areas and simplification in others are being attempted. 

Actual and extended application to a large collection will begin in June, 1957. It is hoped that 
while this approach is undertaken, several other classification schemes may also be tested. There 
is still hope that a scheme acceptable for a national standard may be achieved so that easier ex- 
change of summary data and texts may eventuate.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FOLKTALE 


The next step in the study of American folktales appears to be a closer consideration of those 
narrative forms common and widespread in oral tradition but as yet neglected by folklorists. Such 
forms might be designated the supernatural belief tale, the historical legend, and the joke. The 
first genre includes personal accounts of experiences with the supernatural, the second embraces 
community traditions based on some substance of fact, and the third involves the great mass of 
current humorous stories floating throughout our culture. We need more precise description, 
analysis, and typological classifications for these folk-narrative forms. Warren Roberts, chairman 
of the folktale committee of the Popular Literature group of the Modern Language Association, 
shares this view. 

By way of a beginning, we might arrange a panel discussion of these forms, similar to the 
group of papers surveying the folktale in general terms in the current issue of JAF. Such a panel 
might offer papers at a future meeting of the American Folklore Society, to survey these specific’ 
areas and stimulate closer specialized investigation of particular points and problems.

TRANSACTIONS 


The following actions, taken by the Council, were approved by the Society at the Business 
Meeting on Saturday, December 20. 

The Special Committee on Folklore Fellows (Erminie Wheeler-Voegelin, chairman) reported 
its conclusion “that the membership of the American Folklore Society is not, as yet, large enough 
to warrant instituting a separate class of Fellows within its ranks. It therefore recommends that 
at this time no action be taken toward creating Fellows within the Society.” It was voted that 
the Committee report be accepted and that the Committee be discharged. 
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The Executive Committee was authorized to make a ruling on abolishing free reprints, if it 
can be established that substantial savings would be involved. 

A special committee was approved to investigate methods of making publication more eco- 
nomical. 

The Council voted that the Secretary of the Society be instructed to change the present policy 
with respect to the distribution of the Memoirs, so that they are sent automatically to each regu- 
larly paid-up individual member. 

A special committee, to consist of the last three presidents (Utley, Bascom, Halpert) was ap- 
pointed to make inquiries into the jurisdiction of the editor and the secretary-treasurer on all 
publication matters. The committee is to make recommendations to the Society at the next annual 
meeting. 

The slate of officers presented by the nominating committee (Melville Jacobs, chairman) was 
elected. The new officers are: President, Wayland D. Hand; First Vice-President, Sol Tax; Second 
Vice-President, Richard M. Dorson; Executive Committee Members, Ralph L. Beals, Frances 
Gillmor; Secretary-Treasurer, MacEdward Leach; Acting Secretary-Treasurer (in the absence of 
Dr. Leach), G. Malcolm Laws, Jr.: Editor, Thomas A. Sebeok. Council members whose terms 
expired this year were reelected for another three-year term.

MESSAGE FROM THE SECOND VICE-PRESIDENT 

If a first vice-president is traditionally a mouse, a second vice-president should not even pre- 
sume to squeak. Nevertheless I should like to send a message of greeting to the American Folklore 
Society at its Santa Monica meeting from my present residence on the opposite shore of the 
Pacific in Tokyo. By a lucky coincidence we find ourselves living in the Seijo area only ten 
minutes walk from the Folklore Research Institute of Japan, established by Kunio Yanagita, 
author of 80 books and 700 articles covering every phase of Japanese folklore and folk life. Pro- 
fessor Yanagita lives next door to the Institute, and I have had the opportunity to visit with him 
and the Council members, who are extremely anxious to establish ties with American folklorists. 
One of the first statements made to me at the Institute was to criticize the article on “Japanese 
Folklore” in the Standard Dictionary of Folklore, Mythology and Legend as hopelessly out-of-date 
and faulty. 

The amount of work done in the last thirty years by the Japanese folklorists is prodigious, but 
it is practically a closed book to the West, sealed as it is in the Japanese language. Some bridges 
are now being built, through translations and scholarly contacts, and it is earnestly to be hoped 
that our relations with Japanese and other Asiatic folklorists will reach as close a relationship as 
we enjoy with the folklore scholars of Europe.
